of houseeeping. “New York is fast being. er- 
ganized into’ a vast phalanstore and caravansary. 
Domestic privacyis gradually: becoming the ex— 
ecption; and the Fifth Avenuo Hotel, originally 
intended ag amere houxe for lodging and board- 
ing, has now’ beeone a sort of evening oxebange, 
where- bulls” and)" bears" congregate after their 
dinner, ‘and where they have lately organized over 
their wine’a monster National Bapk,. after the 
most-approved Chase pattern, with b capital (pa- 
per) of fifty millions of dollars. : 
These habits of gipsy life naturally engender 
Itsurioue, frivolous, extravagant habits, The New 
Yorkers live by the day, crowding. their enjoy~ 
ments upon one another. with rostless engorncss, 
and almost painful alacrity, The city boasts, as
